Memorial of Richard Toutcher, on subject of Duty on a Cargo of Deals. 

To the Right Honourable the Lords Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury 
of Ireland. 

My Lords, Dublin, 1 2th Sept. 1814. 

I BEG permission to inclose the Invoice and Bill of Lading of the Danish ship 
Resolution, with a cargo of Deals from Faro, from which your Lordships will 
see the statements in my Memorial to be correct, as also that from the description of 
Deals being such as 1 have mentioned, it is impossible to allow them to be landed 
under the high Duties of £. 21. 10. 8. per 120. 

I beg leave also to state to your Lordships, that the above-named vessel has been 
chartered to this port ; and the consignee having refused to take the cargo, being 
unable to pay the high Duties ; unless your Lordships in your wise consideration give 
the desired relief, the captain will lose his freight, and extreme embarrassment and 
injury will come upon all the parties concerned. 

Permit me therefore to pray, That your Lordships will be pleased to extend some 
relief under the peculiar hardships of this case, by ordering a Duty proportionable to 
the length and thickness, compared with the Deals rated at the low Duty of £. 8. 6. 10. 
per 1 20. I shall be compelled to direct the captain to take the cargo to some port 
of France or Spain, whereby the interests of the owners may be promoted.

Sheweth, 

That your Petitioners beg leave humbly to represent to your Lordships the 
situation in which they are placed, and the loss certain to be sustained by their 
ignorance in time of the intended new Duties on Timber and Deals. 

Your Petitioners inform your Lordships, that they are largely concerned in the 
Timber trade ; that their house is now encountering the consequences at this place 
of not know ing until now that the Duties on Timber and Deals were to be encreased 
and to take effect from a period already past. 

That your Petitioners, with a very trifling exception, have been the only Importers 
this season of Timber and Deals into Cork, and the last cargo they imported they 
entered on the 8th inst. viz. that per Eevas Mina from Stromstrad, but that said 
vessel was arrived in this port on the jth of July, yet not brought to entry before 
the 8th of July, on which day your Petitioners were charged only with the old Duty 
on said cargo. ' J 

That your Petitioners having no knowledge whatever of the new Duty, sold said 
cargo per Eevas Mina, in ignorance of the consequences ; and now your Petitioners 
are informed, that they will be surcharged on this cargo with the new Duty. 

That your Petitioners further humbly beg leave to represent to your Lordships 
that they entered several cargoes of Timber and Deals previous to the first day of 
July, and that, according to their custom as wholesale merchants, they instantly sold 
all said cargoes when landed at the former low prices. 

I hat hurry of business at the Custom-house, and uncommon tediousness in the 
new system of the Officers of the Revenue, have retarded your Petitioners operations 
m making their post entries on several cargoes (so long before imported,) and 
delayed said posts until after the period at which the new Duties on Timber are said 
to take effect. 

lhat your Petitioners are told that their post entries in question will be surcharged 
or enforced at the new Duty. If this be the case, it w ill be ruinous to the concerned 
as your Petitioners never contemplated such a thing, and sold off their importations’ 
as usual with them, as soon as landed (at the low prices) in total ignorance. 

That your Petitioners, relying fully on having justice done them as fair and 
honourable traders, throw themselves on your Lordships, and pi-ay for relief, bv 
your Lordships issuing directions, that their post entries on the cargoes of Timber’ and 
Deals imported and entered by them previous to the month of July, at the old rate 
of Duty, may not be surcharged ; and that the cargo of Timber and Deals, per

That the Danish ship Fortuna, Christian Stibolt, master, arrived at the port of 
Cork with a cargo of Deals, last from Newcastle-upon-Tyne, where she had been 
detained for a time, in consequence of her licence being out of date ; but on a repre- 
sentation of the causes to the British Government, she was liberated, and suffered to 
proceed on her voyage to Cork (her original port of destination), w ith an Order in 
Council, and a regular clearance from Newcastle. 

That the vessel arrived with such Order of Council and clearance in Cork, on 
the 24th July last; but notwithstanding having same, the Collector of Cork did not 
deem it it advisable to admit her to entry or discharge, until her papers were for- 
w aided to Dublin, for the inspection of the Board of Customs. 

That before the decision of the Board, with their Order to admit the vessel and 
cargo to entry, was received, nearly the space of one month elapsed, as will appear 
by reference to the matter. 

That in the intermediate time, the increased Duties on Deals and Timber took 
place in this country, and all such goods entered after the 4th of August became 
liable to be surcharged for same.

And their Lordships being aware, that the Legislature had in its contemplation to 
encourage the importation, on the low Duties, of that description of Deals which were 
principally on demand for the purpose of buildings for the lower order of the commu- 
nity ; and” as it has been represented, that the Drontheim Deals, though carrying with 
them a less proportion of timber, as above stated, are still of an equally good descrip- 
tion for those purposes, and may be sol'd at an under price ; and considering also, that 
some inconveniences pressed upon Deals of this description, in their having been 
shipped from Norway, the exporters in that country not having knowledge of the 
increased Duties-, which they might have been prepared to meet by cutting those 
Deals to the length of 7 feet 1 1 inches, rendering them thereby chargeable only with 
the Duty of £.7.

My Lords, on full consideration of this case, deem it expedient, that that descrip- 
tion of the public intended to be favoured by the low Duties, should have the full 
benefit of that intention ; and it being intended to apply to Parliament in the ensuing 
session for its sanction ;

This vessel arrived at the port of Cork with a cargo of Deals, last from Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne, where she had been detained for a time in consequence of her Licence 
being out of date ; but on a representation of the causes to the British Government, 
she was liberated and suffered to proceed on her voyage to Cork (her original port 
of destination,) with an Order in Council, and a regular clearance from Newcastle. 

That the vessel arrived with such Order of Council and clearance in Cork, on 
the 24th of July last; but notwithstanding having such, the Collector of Cork did 
not deem it advisable to admit her to entry or discharge, until same was sent to 
Dublin for the inspection of your Honourable Board ; the doing of which, and before 
your ultimate decision, an Order was received, to admit the vessel and cargo to entry 
and discharge, took up nearly one month, as will appear by reference to the 
Collector of Cork, and the annexed notarial document : in the mean time the 
increased Duties took place in this country, by which all Deals entered alter the 
4th of August, are liable to be surcharged lor same. 

Under the foregoing circumstance, the vessel having arrived in sufficient time to 
save the additional Duty, and that the delay was not occasioned by the master or 
any other concerned in the cargo, but solely on the part of the Revenue; Boulton 
& Baker humbly request your Honourable Board will be pleased to direct that no
